securities. There was no dealing in futures—no 
buying on margins. It would have taken from- forty 
to eighty days for market quotations to reach the 
Colonies from London. 


Buying and selling was conducted in coffee houses 


and taverns, directly between the owner and the 
purchaser. It was not until after the Revolution 
and the advent of American securities that the broker* 
age business began. 


In New York the favorite meeting place of brokers 


was under a great buttonwood tree before number 
68 Wall Street. Her,e they bought and sold for their 
clients, in a street that was later to become the finan- 
cial center of the nation. 


When the famous Tontine Coffee House Building 


was completed in .1793, meetings were held there, 
and in 1817 the brokers formed a formal organiza* 
tion, known as the New York Stock Exchange.
